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First Office Action 

The present application relates to a transmitting circuit and a 
communication terminal unit therewith. After the examination, the 
examiner has the following comments: 

1 . (This item relates to the expression in the Chinese version, which will 
be dealt with by us — the agent's note.) 

2. Claim 1 has no inventiveness and does not comply with art. 22.3 of the 
Patent Law. Ref. 1 discloses a two-band transmitter and the following 
features: "a power amplifier 130 for amplifying an input signal, further 
comprising a stage matching circuit for setting an operating condition of 
the amplifier and selecting a matching output impedance" (p. 3, lines 1- 
10 of the description and fig. 1). Ref. 2 discloses a dual band transmitter 
and the following features: "comprising a diplexer 228, which includes a 
lowpass filter and a highpass filter" (col. 3, lines 54-60 of the description 
and fig. 2). It can be seen that the difference between said claim and refs. 
1 and 2 only lies in: "comprising two last stage amplifier, for amplifying 
a signal of frequency band passed by the high-pass filter and a signal of 
frequency band passed by the low-pass filter respectively", but this 
difference only belongs to general knowledge in the art, and it is obvious 
that those skilled in the art can obtain the tech-solution in said claim on

the basis of ref. 1 and in combination with ref. 2 and said general 
knowledge, further, their combination does not produce unexpected tech- 
result, hence, said claim does not possess any prominent substantive 
feature, nor does it represent any notable progress, and does not have 
inventiveness. 

3. Claim 2 further defines that "the input stage amplifier is composed of 
transistors, and wherein the operating condition setting circuit sets a bias 
voltage of the transistors", but said features are disclosed in ref. 1 (p. 5, 
line 15 to p. 6, line 21 of the description), hence, said claim does not 
possess any prominent substantive feature, nor does it represent any 
notable progress, and does not have inventiveness of art. 22.3 of the 
Patent Law. 

4. Claim 3 further defines that "the high-pass filter and the high- 
frequency-band last stage amplifier correspond to the DCS 1800 
frequency band, and the low-pass filter and the low-frequency-band last 
stage amplifier correspond to the GSM 900 frequency band", but said 
features are disclosed in ref. 2 (col. 3, lines 18-29 of the description), 
hence, said claim does not possess any prominent substantive feature, nor 
does it represent any notable progress, and does not have inventiveness of 
art. 22.3 of the Patent Law. 
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5. Claims 4, 5 add the additional features "the input stage amplifier is a 
class C amplifier" and "all the amplifier... die", but said features are 
general knowledge in the art, and are obvious to those skilled in the art, 
hence, said claim does not possess any prominent substantive feature, nor 
does it represent any notable progress, and does not have inventiveness of 
art. 22.3 of the Patent Law. 

6. Claim 6 further defines that "each of the amplifiers is produced by 
GaAs process", but said feature is disclosed in ref. 1 (p. 3, lines 1-2 of the 
description), hence, said claim does not possess any prominent 
substantive feature, nor does it represent any notable progress, and does 
not have inventiveness of art. 22.3 of the Patent Law. 

7. Claim 7 is a juxtaposed independent claim of claim 1, and claims a 
communication terminal unit. The difference between claim 7 and claim 
1 lies in that in addition to the transmitting circuit stated in claims 1-6, 
said unit further comprises an antenna for transmitting and receiving a 
signal; a receiving circuit for amplifying the signal received by the 
antenna; a demodulating circuit for demodulating the signal received 
from the receiving circuit; a based band signal processing circuit for 
processing the demodulated signal; a modulating circuit for modulating 



the signal processed by the base band signal processing circuit; means for 
designating a transmission frequency band to the operating condition 
setting circuit of the transmitting circuit; and a switching circuit for 
selectively connecting the receiving circuit or the transmitting circuit to 
the antenna, but said features are general knowledge in the art, hence, the 
tech-solution in said claim is obvious to those sWlled in the art, further, 
their combination does not produce unexpected tech-result, therefore, said 
claim does not possess any prominent substantive feature, nor does it 
represent any notable progress, and does not have inventiveness. 

Based on the above reasons, the independent claims and the dependent 
claims in this application do not possess inventiveness. Further, there is 
no other substantive content which can be granted a patent right in the 
description, therefore, even if the applicant recombines the claims and/or 
further defines them based on the content in the description, the grant of a 
patent right to this application will not be in prospect. If the applicant 
cannot put forward sufficient arguments to prove that this application 
possesses inventiveness within the time limit for response prescribed in 
this office action, this application will be rejected. 
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
